The Citj Election. 


Next Monday evening caucuses 


xvlllbe held in the various wards in 
thetity to choose four delegates to 
theUty Convention two days later, 
which will nominate candidates, for 
the city office*. 
The caucus**, as 


well as the ctmventin. are entirely 
non-partisan, the question ol politics 
not having lieen Injected In the cam- 
paign In the lightest degree. Tin- 
proposition to mate this Section n 
partisan one m-rued to meet with 
little appniv.il, ami on the whole 
we thlnV it U better that the city 
government should lie kept frve from 
any party domination for a time, nt 
least. There Is a vital Issue other 
than politics pertaining to the city 
government, which at the present 
time needs a good deal ol attention. 
It Is thctaxiiuesllon. Thattaxesare' 
too high. Is a self-evident fact. The 
causes which lead to this condition 
of affair* arc numerous, and In some 
cases the actions which accomplished 
the result were unavoidable. The 
city government was a new thin?:, 
and the action of the first council, 
nnd the second as well, has lx«n 
largely experimental. 
It Is not a 


question here ol the correction of 
abuse, or of corruption. It is simply 
one of retrenchment. The only man- 
ner in which taxes can l>e reduced Is 
to cut down expense*. The only 
manner In which city expenses can l>e 
cut down Is to elect a mayor and 
council which stand squarely on the 
platform of a reduction of csjwnsta 
ill along the line, and a consequent 
redaction of taxation. At the prvs- 
cnt time, and tn fact ever since the 
city was lncon>orated, this munici- 
pality has i.ot l>een raisins money 
enough to defmy its running cxpen-

round numlxr?, the city has been 
going In debt to the extent of about 
f:<000 per year. Thisof conrsceannot 
continue, and some radical measures 
In the line of economy must l>e> put in 
force to check It.

ret and reduce taxation, let the chips 
fall where they will. 


The question of whether or not a 


wan Is a ealoun mnn, to the extent 
of favoring longer hour*, shorter 
hours. living more h-r.lcnt or iK-ing 
more strict la the enforcement of ex- 
cise law «. should cut no fisimr what- 
ever in thi.s case. Saloons an- but a 
part of our business Intcn-sts. They 
are entitled to tha *a;ne considera- 
tion that other business interests 
are. anil no more.
